Deer Tag License 


Every deer hunter must have a 
deer tag license in his possession 
this year in addition to the regular 
hunting licemse, according to H 
R. Dunbar, assistant executive of- 
ticer of the California 
Came Commission.

The fee for this license is $1.0 
There are two tags, each tag 
baving a duplicate. As soon as a 
deer is killed one criginal tag 
must be filled out and immediate- 
ly attached to the horns of the 
nimal and the dup'ieate filled out 
and mailed in to the Fish and 
Gume Commission. The duplicate 
is self-addressed and only needs 
to be filled ,out and stamped. The 
tags shOuld be filled out in ink 
or indelible. - ¥. my 

When a person makes eapplica- 
tion for a deer tag he must pro- 
regular hunting license 
helore the tag license can be 
issued and the number of the deer 
tug must be written on the face 
of the hunting license. No pro- 
vision was made on the hunting 
license for this purpose 
when the hunting licenses were 
placed in the hands of the Printer 
it was not sure that the Governor 
would sign the deer tag bill. The 
reason that the deer tag number 
‘iiust be written on the hunting 
license is that a person will not 
be able to apply a second time for 
deer tags.

Under this provision the person 
killing a deer in an open district 
mimav take the deer x'!iled into a 
closed district provided he has the 
tag that is attached to the horns 
of the animal signed by a reguiar 
deputy of the Fish and Game Coin- 
mission or any other person 
authorized to administer an oath. 
Heretofore persons killing a deer 
in an open district could not take 
them into a closed district. This 
law will pefmit them to do so.
